(S. Killpack)

Sen. Killpack explained the bill.
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MOTION: Sen. Jenkins moved to pass the bill out favorably.
The motion passed unanimously with Sen. Dmitrich absent for the vote.

Sen. VanTassell assumed the Committee Chair.

2. S.B. 179 Salvage Vehicle Amendments (C. Walker)

Sen. Walker explained the bill.
Rolayne Fairclough, AAA Utah, further clarified the bill.

3. S.B. 181 Off-highway Vehicle Use on Public Highways (S. Jenkins)

82 (a) a county of the first {-orseeend-} class:
83 (b) a municipality that is within a county of the first {-orseeend-} _class: or
84 (c) a municipality with a population of 30,000 or more people.
